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“Polar Vortex” big freeze causes 
problems all over the country 


With temperatures in¬ 
dicative of those in states 
farther to the north, a “Po¬ 
lar Vortex” has caused 
blistery cold conditions 
not seen in the Ohio Valley 
area since 1994. That Jan¬ 
uary saw a blizzard cover 
the landscape with an inch 
of ice and 6-26 inches of 
snow. The heaviest snow¬ 
fall was in neighboring 
Mason County and record 
breaking temperatures 
were recorded in the -30’s 
with Shelbyville smashing 
its record with a -37 de¬ 
grees on January 19th. 

This year’s bitter tem¬ 
peratures are caused by a 
“Polar Vortex” between 
Winter Storm Hercules and 
Winter Storm Ion. A “Polar 
Vortex” is a circulation of 
strong, upper-level winds 
that normally surround the 
North Pole that have dis¬ 
torted and dipped farther 
south. With this distortion, 
the southern portion of the 
United States is also being 
affected. 

Most states did not 
have time to recuperate 
from Winter Storm Hercu¬ 
les, that dropped from 0.5 
inches of snow in parts of 
Missouri to 23.8 inches in 
Boxford, Massachusetts 
during the first few days of 
2014 before Winter Storm 
Ion and the “Polar Vortex” 
hit. This brought danger¬ 
ously bitter low tempera¬ 
tures to the Midwest, the 
Great Lakes, and North¬ 
east, where people are 
used to dealing with the 
cold, to the southern states 
in America where extreme 



cold weather is usually few 
and far between. 

Temperatures in our area 
fell approximately 50 de¬ 
grees from Sundays temper¬ 
atures in the 40’s to Monday 
mornings below zero tem¬ 
peratures. Schools closed all 
across the area in response to 
the bitter temperatures. Fur¬ 
naces were finding it hard to 
keep up as Monday evening 
saw the temperatures contin¬ 
ue to drop bringing another 
morning of below zero tem¬ 
peratures to the area. 

The weather was so frig¬ 
id on Monday and the winds 
were so strong, the ferry in 
Augusta was forced to close 
when swells of nearly 3-4 
feet fought against the cur¬ 
rent making it dangerous for 
the ferry’s captain to navi¬ 


gate the Ohio River to pickup 
and drop off passengers. The 
powerful and unusual swells 
also stopped the delivering 
of groceries to barges as they 
navigated the Ohio River. 

Even with temperatures 
expected to reach back up 
into the forties by the week¬ 
end, residents are encour¬ 
aged to keep food and wa¬ 
ter supplies on hand and to 
check on sick and elderly 
neighbors and family mem¬ 
bers and those with small 
children. Periods of extreme 
cold are the times when the 
limits of heating systems are 
tested and people incorpo¬ 
rate lesser used heat sources 
such as space heaters to help 
combat the cold. Remember 
to check these devices for 
stability and frayed or bro¬ 


ken wires and do not use 
them, for in doing so, you 
can put yourself and your 
family at risk of fire. 

Also at risk during 
times of extreme cold 
temperatures are your pets 
and livestock animals. Re¬ 
member to provide ade¬ 
quate shelter and dry bed¬ 
ding and ample food and 
to watch their water source 
for signs of freezing. Like 
us, our pets are at risk of 
suffering from frostbite, so 
if possible, bring your pets 
indoors. Also watch for 
signs of distress and see 
to it there are treated by a 
veterinarian if needed. 

Safety should always 
be our main concern in 
temperatures such as these, 
and preparation is the key.

United States Senate 
Republican Leader Mitch 
McConnell announced that 
the United States Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture (USDA) 
informed him that tobacco 
quota holders will receive 
the full amount of their fi¬ 
nal tobacco payment, as di¬ 
rected by a provision within 
the Budget Control Act, by 
the end of FY 2015. Senator 
McConnell was the primary 
author of the historic 2004 
tobacco buyout. 

Last year, USDA Secre¬ 
tary Tom Vilsack announced 
that tobacco buyout payments 
would be subjected to a 7.2% 
sequestration this year - the 
final year of tobacco buyout 
payments. However, Sena¬ 
tor McConnell contacted 
Agriculture Secretary Tom 
Vilsack and Office of Man¬ 
agement and Budget (OMB) 
Director Sylvia Mathews 
Burwell identifying a provi¬ 
sion within the Budget Con¬ 
trol Act that would allow 
quota holders to receive full 
payment. 

“I am pleased that the 
USDA agreed to provide 
our farmers with the full fi¬ 
nal payment amount that 
they need and deserve, and 


that Kentucky farmers will 
not lose the money that was 
promised to them in the set¬ 
tlement,” Senator McCon¬ 
nell said. “Tobacco is one of 
the Commonwealth’s most 
historic, signature industries.

This buyout helped transition 
the crop to the free market 
and eliminated federal farm 
price supports for tobacco in 
exchange for billions in com¬ 
pensation paid to tobacco 
quota owners.”

Background: In 2004, the 
tobacco buyout established 
the USDA TTPP to provide 
tobacco quota holders with 
a final opportunity to receive 
annual transition payments 
from 2005-2014 in exchange 
for the termination of all 
federal restrictions, market¬ 
ing cards and price support 
loans for tobacco. Section 
§518a. of the Tobacco Buy¬ 
out which states: “The Sec¬ 
retary shall offer to enter into 
a contract with each tobacco 
quota holder under which the 
tobacco quota holder shall 
be entitled to receive pay¬ 
ments under this section in 
exchange for the termination 
of tobacco marketing quotas 
and related price.” 

According to the Uni¬ 
versity of Kentucky, tobacco 
sales in Kentucky were pro¬ 
jected to reach $400 million 
for 2013.

WE LEARN FROM OUR MISTAKES 

We hear the advice to learn from our mistakes so often 
that it almost seems a cliche, but perhaps we need to push 
this advice a bit further. Isn't it the case, after all, that we 
learn most when we make mistakes? We send children to 
school for twelve long years, expecting they will make 
plenty of mistakes, but knowing they will learn to read 
and write and do math and science better by continually 
improving on their mistakes. In medicine nowadays, 
common mistakes are taught in medical schools, so that 
new doctors and nurses might avoid them. In some areas, 
mistakes are sought after as portals of discovery. 

In jazz music, the so-called "blue note" or what seems a 
clear mistake, is often the start of an inspired improvisation. 
Poets too seek the "blue note" in language, the place where 
a mistake in usage or grammar leads to some insight or a 
nice turn of phrase. A genius is not necessarily someone 
who makes fewer mistakes, but rather someone whose 
mistakes are often productive or beautiful. So, we should 
learn from our mistakes, but perhaps more importantly, 
risk making mistakes in order that we might grow and 
learn. - Christopher Simon

Frankfort Focus 

A Legislative Perspective on the Kentucky 
General Assembly 
State Rep. Mike Denham 
V___ 



As the General Assem¬ 
bly returns to the Capitol 
on Tuesday this week, it is 
worth taking one last look 
back at 2013, to review some 
of the issues my legislative 
colleagues and I have been 
studying in recent months. 

We call this period the 
interim, and it begins each 
year during the late spring 
and continues through the 
holidays. Although no laws 
are enacted, this time none¬ 
theless gives the House and 
Senate committees - 15 main 
ones that vote on legislation 
and seven others that monitor 
various aspects of state gov¬ 
ernment - a chance to better 
understand what is working 
in state government and what 
may need more attention. 

During a meeting of the 
Judiciary Committee this 
past fall, for example, Ken¬ 
tucky Supreme Court Chief 
Justice John Minton gave his 
annual update of the judicial 
branch, including a review of 
the specialty courts that have 
been created since the 1990s. 
Those range from family 
courts, whose geographic ju¬ 
risdiction now covers more 
than three million Kentuck¬ 
ians, to drug courts, which 
have graduated 6,000 of¬ 
fenders since 1996. Newer 
courts have been formed in 
some communities to help 
veterans and those with men¬ 
tal health needs. 

Another topic this com¬ 
mittee covered centers on the 
great success Kentucky has 


seen since the e-Warrants 
program went statewide in 
March 2012. Until then, 
it could take months if not 
years to serve a court order; 
in fact, a 2005 study found 
that the state had a backlog 
of 385,000 warrants. Now, 
we are serving these orders 
at a rate that is twice the na¬ 
tional average. 

Several other committees 
also learned of good news, 
such as when the state’s 
commissioner of the Depart¬ 
ment for Business Develop¬ 
ment told the Appropriations 
and Revenue Committee 
that Kentucky’s employment 
should now be back to pre¬ 
recession levels. 

Helping to drive this 
trend is the fact that, over 
the last four years, more than 
200 motor vehicle-related 
projects - accounting for 
14,500 new jobs - have been 
announced across Kentucky. 

One of those is the addi¬ 
tion of a Lexus assembly line 
at the Toyota plant in George¬ 
town. This facility, which 
opened in the late 1980s, will 
hit a major milestone this 
year when it produces its 10 
millionth vehicle. It is also 
worth noting that, of the 600 
North American factories 
supplying parts to this plant, 
100 are here in the common¬ 
wealth. 

Kentucky has worked 
hard to make sure that the 
employees at these and other 
businesses have the proper 
training.

Flu Level Raised to Widespread in KY 

Public Health Urges Vaccination for Kentuckians 


Kentucky Department 
for Public Health (DPH) of¬ 
ficials reported to the Cen¬ 
ters for Disease Control and 
Prevention (CDC) this week 
that the influenza (flu) ac¬ 
tivity level in the state has 
increased from regional to 
widespread. Widespread ac¬ 
tivity is the highest level of 
flu activity, which indicates 
increased flu-like activity or 
flu outbreaks in at least half 
of the regions in the state. 
The activity levels for states 
are tracked weekly as part of 
the CDC’s national flu sur¬ 
veillance system. 

“With current widespread 
flu activity being reported in 
Kentucky and across much 
of the nation, now is a good 
time to protect yourself and 
your family by getting vac¬ 
cinated for flu,” said Stepha¬ 
nie Mayfield, M.D., com¬ 
missioner of DPH. “We are 
strongly urging anyone who 
hasn’t received a flu vaccine, 
particularly those at high risk 
for complications related to 
the flu, to check with their 
health care provider, local 
health department or phar¬ 
macy about vaccine avail¬ 
ability.” 

The flu season can begin 
as early as October, which 
is when Kentucky reported 
its first cases this year, and 
last through May. January is 
still a good time to get vacci¬ 
nated against the flu because 
peak activity often comes in 
the early months of the year. 
Vaccination can be given any 
time during the flu season, 
and there is a plentiful vac¬ 
cine supply this season. Since 
it takes approximately two 
weeks for vaccine to become 
fully effective, Kentuckians 
should not delay vaccination. 
Dr. Mayfield said. 

The best way to protect 
against the flu is to receive a 
flu vaccination. The CDC’s 
Advisory Committee on Im¬ 
munization Practices rec¬ 
ommends flu vaccine for all 
individuals 6 months of age 
and older. People who are 
especially encouraged to re¬ 
ceive the flu vaccine, because 
they may be at higher risk for 
complications or negative 
consequences, include: 

• Children age 6 months 


to 19 years; 

• Pregnant women; 

• Young and middle-aged 
adults for the 2013-2014 in¬ 
fluenza season; 

• People 50 years old or 
older; 

• People of any age with 
chronic health problems; 

• People who live in 
nursing homes and other 
long-term care facilities; 

• Health care workers; 

• Caregivers of or people 
who live with a person at 
high risk for complications 
from the flu; and 

• Out-of-home caregiv¬ 
ers of, or people who live 
with, children less than 6 
months old. 

Kentuckians should re¬ 
ceive a new flu vaccination 
each season for optimal pro¬ 
tection. Influenza strains cur¬ 
rently circulating most wide¬ 
ly in Kentucky appear to be 
covered by this season’s vac¬ 
cine, according to officials. 

During the current flu 
season, CDC has received a 
number of reports of severe 
respiratory illness among 
young and middle-aged 
adults infected with the in¬ 
fluenza A (HlNl) pandemic 
strain, which first emerged in 
2009. Hospitalizations and 
some fatalities have been 
reported. During the HlNl 
pandemic, children and 
young adults tended to expe¬ 
rience more serious illness, 
compared to older adults, 
although severe illness was 
seen in all age groups. 

“In this flu season so 
far, HlNl has continued 
to circulate and there have 
been reports nationally of 
severe illness in young and 
middle-aged adults,” said 
Dr. Mayfield. “We strongly 
recommend vaccination of 
children, teenager and young 
to middle-aged adults, even 
if they are healthy, to pre¬ 
vent the spread of and com¬ 
plications from the flu this 
year. All forms of flu vac¬ 
cine available in Kentucky 
this year provide protection 
against the pandemic HlNl 
influenza virus.” 

Healthy, non-pregnant 
people age 2-49 years can 
be vaccinated with either 
the flu shot or the nasal vac¬ 


cine spray. An intradermal 
influenza vaccination uses 
a smaller needle and can be 
given to adults 18 through 
64 years of age. Children 
younger than 9 years old who 
did not receive a flu vaccina¬ 
tion during the last flu season 
should receive a second dose 
four or more weeks after 
their first vaccination. 

Infection with the flu 
virus can cause fever, head¬ 
ache, cough, sore throat, run¬ 
ny nose, sneezing and body 
aches. Flu is a very conta¬ 
gious disease caused by the 
flu virus, which spreads from 
person to person. 

Approximately 23,000 
deaths due to seasonal flu 
and its complications occur 
on average each year in the 
U.S., according to recently 
updated estimates from the 
CDC. However, actual num¬ 
bers of deaths vary from year 
to year.

In addition to flu vaccine, 
DPH strongly encourages all 
adults 65 or older and oth¬ 
ers in high risk groups to ask 
their health care provider 
about the pneumococcal vac¬ 
cine. This vaccine can help 
prevent a type of pneumonia, 
one of the flu’s most serious 
and potentially deadly com¬ 
plications. 

“The pneumococcal vac¬ 
cine is extremely safe, effec¬ 
tive, can be taken at any time 
of year and is currently avail¬ 
able in an adequate supply,” 
Dr. Mayfield said. 

Caused by bacteria, 
pneumococcal disease can 
result in serious pneumonia, 
meningitis or blood infec¬ 
tions. According to the CDC, 
pneumococcal disease kills 
more people in the U.S. each 
year than all other vaccine- 
preventable diseases com¬ 
bined. Between 20,000 and 
40,000 deaths are attributed 
to flu and pneumonia nation¬ 
ally each year, with more 
than 90 percent of those 
deaths occurring in people 
age 65 and older. 
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Community and Technical 
College System plays a ma¬ 
jor role in this regard, help¬ 
ing about 5,000 companies 
with their needs, according to 
the KCTCS president in tes¬ 
timony before the Economic 
Development and Tourism 
Committee. 

Another area where 
Kentucky is doing well - but 
has plenty of room to grow 
- is the number of college 
students receiving what are 
called STEM+H degrees, 
which are in the fields of sci¬ 
ence, technology, engineer¬ 
ing, math and health. Since 
the state overhauled our post¬ 
secondary schools in 1997, 
the number of these degrees 
has risen 115 percent, and 


externally funded research 
has tripled, from $124 mil¬ 
lion in 1998 to $387 million 
in 2011. 

Our elementary and sec¬ 
ondary schools, meanwhile, 
are getting high marks for 
their energy efficiency. We 
are home to the nation’s first 
two that generate as much 
energy as they use over a cal¬ 
endar year, and more than 14 
percent of our schools quali¬ 
fy for the prestigious Energy 
Star recognition, a rate ex¬ 
ceeded only by Colorado and 
Delaware. 

These are just several of 
the issues discussed during 
the interim, but if you would

Howdy Folks! BRRR!! 
This Monday morning is one 
that makes us appreciate the 
cold winter air as opposed to 
the frigid arctic air! Tuesday’s 
temperatures and wind chills 
are predicted to be just as 
cold, and even though we will 
be in the balmy 40’s by the 
time you read this, please be 
cautious during these winter 
months! Like many of you, 
we have lived through some 
bad winters and just like this 
week, we can have a 50- 
degree temperature change 
in a matter of hours! So stay 
prepared with extra food, 
blankets, and prescription 
medications, candles, 

lanterns or fiashlights with 
fresh batteries, bottled water 
and of course, a very positive 
attitude! This is shaping up 
to be an unusual winter with 
weather extremes and we 
need to be prepared to meet 
the challenge by keeping 
abreast of the weather 
predictions and acting 
accordingly. In a few short 
weeks we will be into April 
and these cold days will be a 
distant memory! 

Since Thanksgiving, 
it seems we have been off 
schedule with the trailers 
and we apologize for any 
inconvenience, but there is 
little we can do to remedy 
the situation. The Recycling 
Center closes for two days 
for Thanksgiving, two days 
for Christmas and two days 
for New Year’s. Most of you 
have recycled long enough 
to understand these closings 
and scheduling, but we do try 
to keep as close to routine as 
possible. Would you believe 
that our biggest problem 
has been boxes that are not 
broken down?! It is not fiin 
to be out in the cold weather 
breaking down boxes - we 
really understand that! What 
we would like for you to 
do is to fiatten the boxes at 
home where it is nice and 
warm so that all you need 
to do is jump (or in cases 


like us - crawl!) out of the 
vehicle, grab your recycling, 
slide those fiattened boxes 
into the trailer, give the bags 
a pitch and off you go in a 
matter of minutes! Boxes 
fiattened at home will have 
the Styrofoam forms, peanuts 
and other packing material 
removed and already in the 
trash because most of the 
packing material is NOT 
recyclable! 

One item of packing 
that can be reused is the air- 
cushioned type, commonly 
referred to as bubble wrap. We 
have located large cardboard 
boxes at the Brooksville and 
Augusta Post Office lobbies 
specifically for bubble 
wrap. Patrons can deposit 
or withdraw the bubble 
wrap at their convenience; 
however, we noticed that 
it was difficult to keep any 
bubble wrap in these boxes 
during the Christmas season. 
Many of you probably do 
not have reason to go to the 
Post Office, but we would 
like for you to consider 
saving the bubble wrap for 
others to reuse. When you 
make a trip to town to go 
to the bank, grocery or to 
pay a bill, just drive by the 
Brooksville or Augusta Post 
Office and make your bubble 
wrap deposit! This is one of 
those items that would just 
go to the landfill if it were 
not reused, so please become 
a bubble wrap donor! 

37 years ago this week, 
this area experienced a 
blizzard that dumped 
probably 18 to 22 inches 
of snow and by Monday 
morning, January 10, roads 
were nearly impassible. We 
are sure that many of you 
have vivid memories of that 
blizzard and the winter of 76- 
77! It is with those weather 
conditions in mind that we 
urge you to stay prepared, 
stay warm and stay safe as 
you RECYCLE, REUSE and 
REDUCE to keep God’s earth 
clean, green and beautiful!

Wildlife research, 
lake improvements will 
highlight 2014 

The new year already is 
shaping up to be a busy one 
at the Kentucky Department 
of Fish and Wildlife Re¬ 
sources. 

The department’s Fish¬ 
eries Division is working to 
jumpstart fish populations 
in Lake Cumberland and its 
tailwater in anticipation of 
the lake returning to its nor¬ 
mal level in 2014, following 
a dam repair project which 
began in 2007. The divi¬ 
sion also is investing signifi¬ 
cant resources to add more 
fish cover to the state’s best 
muskie lake. 

At the Wildlife Division, 
a new deer study launches 
this year along with contin¬ 
ued research to bolster the 
state’s bob white populations. 
Here’s a look at what’s ahead 
for 2014. 

Deer study 

Department biologists 
are partnering with two Uni¬ 
versity of Kentucky graduate 
students to determine why 
the deer population lags in 
parts of southeastern Ken¬ 
tucky. 

“We’re pretty excited 
about it,” said Tina Brunjes, 
deer and elk program coor¬ 
dinator with Kentucky Fish 
and Wildlife. “This is the 
first deer research we’ve 
done in the eight years I’ve 
been here.” 

Researchers will fit 60 
female deer in Clay County 
with radio transmitters then 
release the does back to the 
woods. The transmitters will 
enable researchers to track 
each deer’s movement and 
determine if it has given 
birth. Fawns produced by 
the does will be caught this 
spring and receive their own 
radio tracking collars. Re¬ 
searchers will monitor their 
movement for up to a year.

tucky Fish and Wildlife 
has reduced the number of 
deer that hunters can take in 
southeastern Kentucky in an 
effort to grow the herd. 

“What we’re trying to 
do is figure out why these 
deer herds are not respond¬ 
ing to reduced harvests,” 
Brunjes said. “Right now the 
very popular thing to blame 
is coyotes. Another big one 
is poaching. Biologists tend 
to look at habitat issues: is 
there enough food? Is there 
enough cover? Do they have 
everything they need? We’re 
not sure which one of these 
elements or what combina¬ 
tion of elements is causing 
these deer herds to remain 
very low and stressed.” 

Lake Cumberland 
anticipation builds 

The department is stock¬ 
ing more and bigger fish in 
Lake Cumberland and the 
tailwater below Wolf Creek 
Dam in anticipation of the 
lake returning to normal lev¬ 
els this year. 

The prolonged draw¬ 
down was prompted by 
emergency dam repair work 
that started in 2007. While 
the lake remained low to 
help reduce stress on Wolf 
Creek Dam, bushes and trees 
that grew along its banks will 
provide good fish cover once 
it is fiooded by the lake’s ris¬ 
ing water. 

“It will be almost like a 
new lake effect for the next 
several years,” said Fisher¬ 
ies Division Director Ron 
Brooks. 

A project to improve 
and reroute Hatchery Creek 
downstream of the dam 
should get underway this 
year. Contractors will build 
a new one-mile channel fea¬ 
turing numerous pools and 
riffles extending to the Cum¬ 
berland River. 

Peabody quail project 

A research project at 
Peabody Wildlife Manage¬ 
ment Area in western Ken¬ 
tucky is leading the way on 
the northern bobwhite quail 
restoration front. 

The first four years of the 
project focused on habitat 
improvements and its effec¬ 
tiveness, said Small Game 
Program Coordinator John 
Morgan. 

“The last two years 
are focusing more on har¬ 
vest management,” he said. 
“We’ve really just started 
to see in the last year where 
we’ve really had a boom in 
the quail population. We had 
these incremental gains, but 
2013 was the year where we 
finally got a nice boom in the 
population. Unfortunately, 
on one of spots where we 
didn’t do any work, they had 
a huge boom, too. That’s the 
nature of research in our pro¬ 
fession.”

Big money for ball coach, 
bigger money for institutions. 
While, simmering on the back 
burner, athlete-students who 
still want to know, “where’s 
mine?” And, “why do I have to 
sit out a year when ball coach 
job jumps?” 

Ignored in the Strong-to- 
Texas story, the Cardinal faith¬ 
ful who must be as cynical as 
an internet poster on Sunday:

The 
new structures should be listed at their fair cash value as 
of January 1, 2014, if the structures are not completed, 
please list the amount completed as of January 1, 2014 at 
its fair cash value. 

HOMESTEAD EXEMPTION: Persons who will be 
eligible for the Homestead Exemption for 2014 should 
make application before April 1st if possible. Persons 
eligible for this exemption must be at least 65 years of 
age during the 2014 tax year, or be totally disabled and 
present evidence that they are receiving total disability 
compensation from any type of public or private retirement 
system.
